At 
last the crown prince became so irri- 
tated that the servant received an in- 
timation to the effect that his high- 
ness would prefer to be treated with 
more simplicity.

Largest Gold Dredge. 


A dredge company contracted with 


the United States government not long 
ago to build flood-restraining levees on 
either side of the Tuba River, Cal., 
aad to do it free of charge, the condi- 
tion being that the company be al- 
lowed to dredge for gold while fulfill- 
ing its contract 
Accordingly a gold 


dredge, costing §500.000, was built 
•which is said to be the largest of its 
kind in the world. An unusual fea- 
ture of the mammoth floating machine 
is that it has two arms, each 225 feet 
long, instead of one. These are pro- 
Tided with 44-inch belt conveyors that
